SirUBIAN’S OLIBtPIA STAKK8. 

The B<cond week of Hawthoroe’e midsammer 
meeting began most anspieionely jeeterday, 
fair weather, an inaproTing track and a large 
attendance all chiming in to make the day’s 
sport one long to be remembered. Close finishes 
were the rule of the day and excitement ran 
high thronghont the afternoon, Bhonld no rain 
fall between now and Wednesday the track by 
that time will be in tip top shape. Yesterday it 
was slow and lifeless and farored mndlarks 
jnst a trifie. 

The big race of the day was the Olympia 
Stakes, a sweepstakes for three*year*olds and 
upward, one and one-sixteenth miles, with 
$1,000 added. Malay was supposed to be the 
good thing in this race and was made a decided 
favorite, b'nt the best he could do was to run a 
poor third. The winner turned up in Pat 
Dunne’s three-year-old gelding Silurian, which 
carried but 83 pounds. His only antagonist in 
the last eighth was Haviland, which carried 
but 91 pounds. The latter started out as if he 
was going tolmake a runaway affair out of the 
race, leading by from two to four lengths up to 
the lasttquarter, where he began te tire. About 
tbe eighth post Silurian picked him up and, 
after a sharp brush in the last sixteenth, won 
by a half length. Malay finished third seven 
lengthsibebind Haviland. He could not get up 
at any part of tbe journey and ran altogether 
a poor race, which was probably due to the 
dead condition of tbe track, as he appeared nu* 
able to extend himself at his best in it. Cam- 
brian ran well for seven furlongs and then fell 
gradually away. He has probably not recov- 
ered frem tbe effects of hie trip on the care 
from Baratoga, besides he did not appear to 
like the lifeless going. 

George Arnold, despite bis impost of 116 
pounds, carried it to victory in the fifth race, a 
dash of one mile, but be had to be driven out in 
tbe closing strides to stall off Argregor’s deter- 
mined bid. George Arnold, always well up, 
draw away from Argregor in tbe last sixteenth 
but Bench rallied tbe latter, which responded 
gamely, sanding Winkfleld te the whip to win 
by a neck. Headwater, which bad shown the 
way up to tbe last eighth, tired rapidly at this 
point, being beaten two lengths by Argregor for 
second Iplaca. Ed Corrigan flashed bis colors 
here for the first time this year when Artena 
want to tbe post in this race. The horse ran 
well for a half mile but was beaten off at tbe 
end. 

Evening Star was first past tbe wire in the 
third race, a dash for two-year-olds at five fur- 
longs. She was much tbe best and showed tbe 
most speed for tbe entire route. She won by 
two lengths from South Trimble, which beat 
Bosewar one for second place. South Trimble 
finished with a rush, coming from way back 
and fairly running past horses at the end. He 
got off well, but fell out of it in the early stages 
of the race. Bosewar tired in the closing 
strides, as also did Emathion. 1. Samelson 
showed speed for a half mile. 

Harry New, although it was the first time he 
had ever faced the barrier, won the first race in 
a spirited tilt with Lucy Locket by a head with 
Hat Mitchell third two lengths away. Ho laid 
along sixth to the head of the stretch and then 
finished strongly but had to be urged out to the 
full extent to win. Jane Oaker faltered badly 
in the closing strides. Lawrence M. ran well 
for a hsdf mile. 

Another tight finish came np in the second 
race when Banish ontgamed Brief in the last 
sixteenth and won by a neck oa the post in a 
terrific drive. Brownie Anderson was third, eight 
lengths away. Banish was ontmn slightly for 
the lint half, bnt eloeed faatin thelast Quarter. 



Brief tired in the last hundred yards. Little 
Duchess II. had enough after six furlongs bad 
been run. 

Pat Dunne double shot the game when Max 
Bendix passed successfully under the wire in 
the last race, a dash of six and a half furlongs. 
Maggie Davis led by a slight margin np to a 
furlong out, where Max Bendix assumed an 
easy command, winning going away by one 
length, while Henry of Trastamare beat Andes 
two and a half for the second money. Henry of 
Trastamare, outrun for the first five furlongs, 
finished fast on the extreme outside in the last 
quarter. Andes grew weary in the last six- 
teenth, and the same may be said of Bival Dare. 
Maggie Davie was right there for six furlongs, 

A TUBF SWIMDLEB CAUGHT. 

Saratoga, N. Y., August 28. — A man named

stein to bet $300 each on two horses which he 
named, adding that be had deposited that sum 
to the credit of each in the Amsterdam Bank. 
The operation proved successful, netting this 
unique speculator $1,012, which he called for in 
person last Thursday. The following Saturday 
auotber order came by wire directing tbe same 
layers to bet $S00 each on Blues and Herbert, 
and which sum was. as in the previous transac- 
tion, supposed to be deposited in bank. Lichten- 
j stein’s cashier had in the meantime wired the 
bank for information, and was notified that no 
, such person had made any deposits. This 
clever swindler called today to collect hie sup- 
posed winnings on Blues and Herbert, both of 
which had been successful, and was arrested.

On his best form Canard mnst be 
conntad in and bis astute traiuer is the man to 
deliver him at the poet fit. if such a thing is 
possible. 

Glenheim, the noted thoronvbbred stallion 
purchased last spring of John E. Madden, by 
John Mackey, for J, B, Haggin, has bean 
shipped to Califarnia, where ba will go into the 
Banebo del Faso stud. Glenheim has been 
quartered the past six meaths at Elmendorf. 
He was broagbt out by Madden, and won sev- 
oral stakes as a two and tkree-year-old. 

Batten, owned by Tom McDowell, has been 
sent to Ashland and will ba placed in the stud. 
McDowell sold the ruuning qaalities of the 
horse two years ago to Captain Sam Brown of 
Pittsbnrgfor $10,000. Snsh, the wonderfnl race 
mare, also bred by McDowell and sold to W. C. 
Whitney for $7,500, has been placed in the etnd 
at La Bello farm. 

W. C. Whitney has purebased nineteen acres 
of land near tha Saratoga race track from Sen- 
ator Engene F. O’Connor, on private terms. It 
is nnderstood that Mr. Whitney will build a 
stable and training qnarters on the property.
